TIAGO, Cuba, July 15, via Port Antonio, July 16.—Gen. Miles is happy over the 
surrender of the Spanish forces at Santiago and in Eastern Cuba. It is undoubt- 
edly a fact that his appearance upon the scene of action had a salutary effect upon 
Gen. Toral. Gen. Miles, however, is modest in his conversation with officers and 
correspondents and makes no effort whatever claim credit, but he is plainly 
highly pleased. 

As soon as Santiago is occupied he expects to liead an expedition against Porto 
Rico, made up 15,000 of the best troops in the regular and volunteer service. 
Some of those who fought at Santiago will be taken, and the’others will be drafted 
from the different camps in the United States, where they are now concentrated. 
The expedition will be accompanied by the New York, the Iowa, the Indiana and 
several of the smaller gunboats and converted ships under Sampson. 

There are on the Island of Porto Rico 17,000 Spanish soldiers, 
regulars and volunteers.

FAIRLY DUG UP THE CROSS TIES 


Passengers Saw the Flying Bits of 
Wood and Thought a Wagon 
Had Been Struck. 


A peculiar accident occurred Friday to 
‘the engine of the Belleville Fiyer of the 
IMiinois Central Railroad. The train, con- 
sisting of a emall “‘rapid-fire’’ engine and 
two coaches, was going down the long 
grade at the bluffs near Belleville when 
the side rod at one aide broke. 

The broken rod flew round and round, 
striking the rock ballast, the cross ties 
and the cab of the engine. The passengers 
felt a ehock and saw showers of macadam 
and splintered wood flying past the win- 
dows. They thought a wagon had been 
struck, but When they looked out they saw 
the broken rod aigging up the roadbed 
and kicking slivers off the cab at every 
revolution, 

They expected every instant the rod would 
strike @ crosstie in such a way as.to throw 
the engine off the track, but this, fortu- 
nately, did not happen, and the train was 
finally mo ke. to a standstill beyond the 
Centerville Station Church. 

The little engine looked like it had been 
through a bombardment. The front of the 
cad was shattered, the metal hood for the 
drivers was bent into shapelessness, and 
holes were punched into the boiler shield. 

When an attempt was made to start the 
engine with one driving rod it was found 
that the drivers had stopped on dead center. 
The section men were summoned, and by 
the use of crowbarsa they got ‘the train 
started. The crippled engine pulled it into 
the Fast St. Louis yards, where another 
engine was attached to the train.
